A  group  of  students  at  PUCC 
have  made  it  apparent  that  they 
really  do  care  they  really  want  to 
get  involved.

During 
class  discussion  on  the 
environment  they  decided  they 
wanted  to  help  with  the  project 
which  was  begun  by  Dr. 
Peloquin's  conservation  class. 
And  they  didn't  just  sit  around 
and  talk  about  it. 

The  have  made  posters 
advertising  the  recycling  center. 
They  have  been  collecting  papers 
bottles  and  cans  from  their 
homes  and  from  neighbors  which 
they  bring  to  the  center  each 
Friday.  One  student  has  his 
brother  collecting  from  his 
elementary  school  class.  The 
students  have  donated  an  extra 
hour  of  their  time  each  Friday  to 
work  on  posters.  They  have 
contacted  the  Oaken  Arbor  and 
have  been  promised  the  empty 
cans  for  the  recycling  center  if 
they  will  pick  them  up  each  day. 
And  *hey  are  planning  to  contact 
other  restaurants  in  the  area  to 
do  the  same  thing. 

The  NEXUS  stated  in  the  last 
issue  that  PUCC  students  don't 
really  give  a  damn.  It's  great  to 
know  that  there  are  students  like 
these  who  really  do  care. 

This  project  since  it  is  a  class 
project  will  end  at  the  end  of  the 
fall  semester.  At  present  the 
Ecology  Task  Force  of  GAS  is 
considering  organizing  a 
permanent  recycling  center 
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manned  by  students  on  either 
volunteer  or  paid  (work-study) 
basis. 

The  recycling  center  is 
presently  being  run  by  EARTH 
(Ecology  Air  Resources 
Technology  &  Health)  an 
outgrowth  of  the  conservation 
class.  The  monies  received  from 
the  materials  collected  go  to  a 


special  fund  which  has  been  set 
up  by  EARTH  to  be  donated  to 
various  charities  concerned  with 
the  environment.

PUCC's  permanent  recycling 
station  is  now  officially  open,  if 
you  hadn't  noticed  the  location, 
made  obvious  by  a  red,  40-foof 
semi-truck,  the  collection  site  is 
located  at  the  west  end  of  the 
SFLC  building  along  the  short 
road  leading  to  the  loading  dock 
for  the  bookstore.  At  this  point 
are  barrels  for  glass  and  cans, 
and  the  truck  is  for  the  collection 
of  paper  materials. 

Please  help  us  to  keep  the 
center  neat  and  attractive  by 
following  these  instructions. 
Regarding  the  collection  of  glass, 
please  do  not  crush  glass 
containers  when  dumping.  Three 
bottles  apiece  have  been 
provided  for  clear  bottles  and 
brown  bottles.  Metro  Container, 
our  receiver  for  this  material  will 
not  accept  green  glass  so  please 
help  us  on  this  point  by  keeping 
the  glass  separated  by  color. 
Glass  containers  should  be  rinsed 
clean  and  metal  rings  and  caps 
must  be  removed. 

Cans  must  be  divided  and 
placed  into  proper  containers. 
Three  barrels  are  devoted  to  steel 
cans.  This  category  is  the 
broadest,  including  cans  which 
have  side  seams.  Example  of 
these  cans  are  soup  and 
vegetable  cans,  paint  cans,  etc. 

Another  three  barrels  are  set 
aside  for  Bi-metal  articles.  These 
are  usually  beverage  cans,  which 


have  easy  open  ends  and  side 
seams. 

Please  do  not  leave  any  aerosol 
cans.  All  cans  should  be  rinsed 
clean  with  the  paper  labels 
removed.  By  removing  the  ends 
it's  easier  to  crush  the  cans  flat 
for  better  storage.  All  barrels  are 
clearly  marked  so  pledse  help  us 
by  following  these  directions. 

Newsprint  and  other  paper 
articles,  such  as  magazines 
should  be  stored  separately.  Tie 
newsprint  into  bundles  about  12 
inches  high  and  placed  in  the 
truck.  The  right  hand  door  facing 
South  is  kept  unlatched,  please 
close  after  yourself.  Any  paper 
articles  will  be  appreciated,  such 
as  magazines,  catalogues, 
telephone  books,  etc.  Glossy- 
print  materials  should  be  piled 
separately.  Cardboard  boxes  and 
other  cardboard  materials  should 
be  neatly  stacked  in  the  truck. 

Also  located  near  the  recycle 
containers  are  garbage  barrels 
for  unrecyclable  material. 

Dr.  Peloquin's  Conservation 
class  and  the  club  E.A.R.T.H., 
which  has  formed  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  recycle  center  thank 
ail  those  persons  involved  for  the 
approval  of  the  location  site,  and 
an  opportunity  to  start  this 
project.  Special  thanks  to  Jeff 
Combs  and  his  staff  for  their 
enthusiasm  and  help.  Now  only 
your  help  will  determine  the 
success  or  failure  of  this  center.

$80,000.00  is  a  lot  of  money  to  be 
granted"to  the  Community 
College  of  PUCC.  Perhaps  you've 
been  wondering  just  how  all  of 
this  money  is  going  to  be  spent. 

The  Special  Services  program 
which  is  a  program  within  the 
Community  College  is  the  area 
that  will  be  spending  this  grant.  It 
is  a  federal  program  sponsored 
by  the  U.S.  Office  of  Health, 
Education,  and  Welfare,  "Trio 
Programs." 

The  Special  Services  program 
at  the  U.S.  Office  of  Education 
first  began  to  organize  in  1969.  It 
is  a  program  especially  designed 
for  the  student  from  the  low 
income  family.  This  student  may 
not  have  done  well  in  high  school 
because  of  working,  lack  of 
interest,  or  did  not  plan  to  go  on  to 
college  so  he  took  no  college 
courses.  The  Special  Services 
program  provides  special 
intensified  attention  for  these 
students  for  the  first  2  years  of 
college  work. 

Some  of  the  activities  available 
under  this  new  program  will  be  a 
comprehensive  advising 
program,  tutorial  sessions, 
academic-educational  counseling 
and  perhaps  even  some  new 
classes  such  as  make-up  or 
enrichment  classes.  The  tutoring 
will  be  carried  on  in  such  subjects 


as  English,  mathematics,  and 
laboratory  sciences  —  chemistry, 
biology,  and  physics. 

The  acting  director,  Mr.  Jal 
Mistri,  estimates  that  there  are 
about  130  students  in  the 
Community  College  that  need 
such  special  help.  So  far  about  45 
have  been  invited  to  participate. 

The  final  format  of  the 
program  has  not  yet  been 
decided.  Mr.  Mistri  states  that  he 
wants  some  student  input  as  to 
what  kind  of  services  the  students 
need  and  want  before  finalizing 
the  program.  Therefore,  the  first 
meeting  will  be  held  on  Monday, 
October  22nd  at  6:00  p.m.  in 
Room  349  SFLC  (third  floor 
lounge).  This  meeting  will  consist 
of  a  talk  session  about  what  the 
students  want.. 


Mr.  Mistri  stressed  that 
extraordinary  efforts  will  be 
made  to  familiarize  new  students 
with  the  facilities  of  the 
University,  especially  regarding 
financial  aid  and  the  counseling 
center. 

Additional  details  about  the 
program  will  be  provided  by 
Prof.  Jose ’A.  Morales,  Assistant 
Dean  of  the  Community  College, 
which  is  administering  the 
innovative  program.

Parking 

Income 


Every  year,  according  to  Gary 
Newsome,  PUCC's  business 
manager,  students  want  to  know 
what  happens  to  money  they  put 
out  for  parking  on  campus. 

Every  year,  the  answer's  the 
same. 

Parking  income  —  money  the 
university  makes  from  permit 
sales,  meters  arid  fines  —  is  put 
irjo  the  Calumet  campus  parking 
income  account. 

Money  from  the  account  is 
allocated  upon  request  of  the 
Dean  towards  purchase  of  land, 
parking  lot  improvement,  lot 
construction  and  installation  and 
maintainance  of  meters. 

Since  its  adoption  in  1967,  the 
paid  parking  program  has 
brought  PUCC  nearly  $530,000. 
Following  is  a  break-down  of  the 
university's  total  parking  income 
over  the  past  six  years: 

Meters  $85,236 

Fines  _  32,620 

Staff  Permits  57,107 

Visitor  Permits  5,160 

Student  Permits  295,005 

Interest  52,463 

Administrative  Fees  40 

During  the  same  period  of 
time,  $232,  823  was  spent  from  the 
account.  This  doesn't  include 
$130,200  in  projects  approved  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees  since  June.

A  course  is  being  offered 
Spring  Semester  in  self- 
awareness,  an  attempt  to  un¬ 
derstand  who  I  am,  how  I  feel 
about  myself  and  about  you.  GS 
150,  Personal  Growth  and 
Development  will  be  offered  to 


(There  is  a  definite  difference 
between  academic  advising  and 
counseling.  There  are  counseling 
services  available  for  students 
and  faculty.  This  is  a  description 
by  Dr.  Larry  Crawford  of  the 
personal  counseling  services 
offered  at  PUCC.) 

The  first  issue  of  the  Nexus 
contained  an  article  which 
described  quite  broadly  the 
services  offered  by  the 
Counseling  Center.  Personal 
counseling  was  among  the 
services  noted.  The  various 
aspects  of  this  service  are 
probably  vague  in  many  ways  to 
students  and  faculty  alike.  On  one 
hand  the  service  may  include  ac- 
tive  interact  ion  with  a  professional 
counselor  on  any  matter  which 
may  be  of  concern  to  an 
individual,  whether  it  is  a 
problem  or  simply  a  particular 
interest. 

Active  interaction  in  terms  of  a 
problem  consists  of  discussion 
with  a  counselor  who  attempts  to 
help  the  individual  understand 
what  is  bothering  him, 
reevaluate  troubling  situations 
and  hopefully  move  toward 
realistic  ways  of  working  out 
such  situations.  The  counselor 
also  helps  the  individual  to 
discover  problems  he  or  she  may 
unconsciously  be  "causing"  and 
assists  in  guiding  the  person 
toward  new  definitions  and 
perceptions  of  troubling 
circumstances  and  healthier 
attitudes  about  such  things. 
Family  conflicts,  marital 
difficulties,  emotional  problems, 
academic  frustration,  troubles 
with  general  adjustment,  and 
concerns  about  personal  and 
social  relations  are  typical 
problems  which  the  counselor 
deals  with. 


any  undergraduate  student  who 
understands  the  nature  of  the 
course.

Counseling  can  be  compared  to 
teaching  in  that  both  are 
concerned  with  the  development 
of  the  individual.  While  teaching 
traditionally  is  primarily 
oriented  towards  cognitive, 
intellectual  aspects,  counseling 
emphasizes  the  affective, 
emotional  processes  of  growth. 
The  two  go  hand  in  hand  in  the 
university  setting.  With  the 
emotional  processes  in  mind,  the 
main  emphasis  in  personal 
counseling  is  understanding  and 
growth  of  the  self.  The  counselor 
assists  the  individual  in  exploring 
himself,  in  understanding  his 
needs  and  motivations  and  the 
frame  of  reference  from  which  he 
operates  in  life.  With  increased 
understanding  and  self- 
awareness  the  individual 
becomes  increasingly  more  able 
to  understand  other  humans. 
Carried  a  step  farther  to  include 
fostering  of  the  self-concept,  with 
increased  feelings  of  "I'm  OK" 
and  a  general  love  of  myself,  the 
individual  becomes  increasingly 
more  able  to  say  "You're  OK" 
and  thus,  can  love  others  as  well. 
Of  course,  counseling  does  not 
have  the  "answers"  to  all  (or 
any)  of  the  problems  people  have 
in  life,  nor  does  it  promise 
"instant"  results.  Counseling  is 
facilitative  in  nature  and  is 
effective  only  to  the  extent  that 
the  individual  is  willing  to  work  to 
grow  and  "become  a  person." 

The  services  of  the  Counseling 
Center  in  terms  of  personal 
concerns  and  interests  are  not 
restricted  to  interviews  or 
discussion-type  experiences  with 
a  counselor.  Students  are  urged 
to  feel  free  to  "come  on  in", 
browse  around  and  use  materials 
that  are  available  if  they  prefer.

The  course,  according  to  Dr. 
Larry  Crawford  Director  of 
Student  Counseling  Services  will 
be  based  on  the  following  five 
assumptions: 

-  That  each  of  us  cares  about 
ourselves — who  we  are,  how  we 
are  perceived  by  others,  what  we 
feel  is  of  importance  and  value, 
how  we  use  ourselves  to  reach 
our  goals. 

-  That  learning  from  direct, 
personal  experience  about 
feelings,  ideas,  individual  and 
group  behavior — how  people  are 
different  in  many  ways  and  how 
we  are  all  alike  in  the  most  im¬ 
portant,  basic  ways — can  be  both 
personally  meaningful  and  highly 
relevant  to  being  aware, 
educated,  understanding,  and 
professionally  effective. 

-  That  this  experience  is 
directed  toward  development  and 
growth  in  awareness  and  un¬ 
derstanding  as  each  person 
wishes  and  is  able  to  achieve  it; 
that  is,  there  is  not  a  common 
starting  point.

Course  being  offered  in  Self-Awareness 
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This  Dog  stinks  eee 


It  is  said  we  should  let  sleeping 
dogs  lie  but  the  dog  I'm  going  to 
talk  about  is  dying  and  it's 
beginning  to  stink.

Over  a  year  ago,  an  inequity 
was  discovered  in  our  precious 
system  when  the  case  of  Stephen 
Shoup  was  not  fairly  dealt  with  in 
the  Academic  Appeals  structure. 
Through  the  publication  of  the 
Shoup  case,  the  dog's  carcass 
was  hoisted  into  a  quasi¬ 
ambulance  by  the  Council  of 
Faculty  Delegates,  that 
renowned  body  we  hear  so  little 
about.  The  Council  com¬ 
missioned,  so  to  speak,  a  sub¬ 
committee  or  task  force  (the 
members  aren't  sure  what  it's 
called)  to  work  over  the  appeals 
system  and  straighten  out  the 
snags.  While  all  this  bureaucratic 
organization  was  going  on,  the 
Faculty  Affairs  Committee  and 
the  Student  Affairs  Committee 
both  came  up  with  separate 
revisions  to  be  considered  by  the 
sub-committee.  After  these 
documents  had  been  written  and 
the  wheels  of  reform  began  to 
creak  along,  the  G.A.S.  ac¬ 
cidentally  found  out  what  was 
going  on.  The  G.A.S.  had  in  the 
meantime  created  its  own 
Academic  Appeals  task  force  to 


It  was  announced  recently  that 
work  will  start  soon  on  another 
new  building  at  the  Indiana 
University  Northwest 
Campus. ..a  five  million  dollar 
classroom  building.  Almost 
simultaneously  with  that- 
announcement  came  the  story 
saying  that  IUNW  needs  about 
one  million  dollars  more  for 
operating  expenses  than  it  has 
been  allocated  for  the  fiscal  year. 

In  the  same  breath,  lU's 


do  some  revising  on  behalf  of  the 
students. 

Monica  Rabassi  and  myself 
after  long  hours  of  writing, 
talking,  research,  typing, 
revising  and  consulting,  came  up 
'with  a  complete  Academic  Ap¬ 
peals  document,  to  be  presented 
to  the  General  Assembly  of 
Students  and  to  the  students 
themselves  (once  we  figured  out 
how  to  do  that).  And  since  we 
found  out  that  the  university  had 
set  up  a  special  sub-committee  to 
deal  specifically  with  revision  of 
the  academic  appeals  system,  we 
took  ourselves  and  our  document 
to  them. 

Well,  my  friends,  oddly  enough 
the  sub-committee  which  is  going 
to  come  up  with  a  new  and  more 
equitable  system  for  students' 
academic  appeals,  didn't  have 
one  student  in  their  membership. 
(The  sub-committee  consisted  of 
faculty  members.)  When  it  was 
brought  to  them  that  students 
would  like  to  be  voting  members 
of  that  committee,  at  least 
Monica  and  myself,  since  we  are 
well-acquainted  with  the  issue, 
the  ambulance  drivers  started  to 
get  scared.  They  hem  and  hawed 
about  the  theoretical  desirability 
of  student  participation  and 
referred  us  to  the  Agenda 
Committee,  the  members  of 


library  can't  even  add  one  new 
book  to  its  shelves. 

Sounds  a  lot  like  old  PUCC, 
doesn't  it.  IUNW  has  their 
priorities  mixed  just  like  PUCC 
does. 

Purdue  Calumet  saw  fit  to 
erect  an  essentially  useless 
"Class-room  Office"  building 
before  the  much  needed  and 
desired-by-the-students  Physical 
Education  building. 

The  money  that  went  on  all 


which  make  up  the  rules  for 
membership  on  committees  the 
Council  of  Faculty  Delegates 
makes  up,  or  something  like  that. 

I  was  amazed  that  there  should 
be  any  hassle  at  all  over  getting 
students  on  a  committee  that  will 
be  dealing  with  an  issue  con¬ 
cerning  primarily  students.  But 
there  exists  an  unbelievably 
amount  of  bullshit  to  be  jumped 
over.  Faculty  members  really 
shake  in  their  boots  over  the 
academic  appeals  issue  and  I 
don't  quite  understand  why. 

We're  not  going  to  take  over 
their  holy  sub-committee  and 
wreak  havoc  in  the  university.

Jacqueline  Wood  is  a  very 
intelligent,  attractive  woman 
who  incidentally  happens  to  be 
black.  It  is  my  feeling  that  her 
election  is  a  vote  for  liberalism. 
The  manner  in  which  Blacks  and 
Whites  cast  their  votes  for  the 
selection  of  Ms.  Wood  is  the  true 
spirit  of  people  helping  people. 
This  spirit  should  not  end  at  the 
close  of  the  homecoming  parade. 

I  personally  feel  that  there  is  a 
place  for  Blacks  at  PUCC.  But  we 
as  Blacks  must  not  fall  victim  to 
the  diseases  of  bigotry,  hatred 
and  apathy.  I  would  like  to  see  the 
Black  Student  Union  become  a 
part  of  the  University  in  practice 
as  well  as  theory.  Isolation  can 
only  delay  realization  of  things  of 
which  we  are  to  exceed.  It  would 
appear  to  me  that  we  must.  Black 
and  Whites  learn  from  each  other 
and  interact  with  each  other.  I 
would  suggest  a  coalition  of 
students  and  faculty.  I,  too  must 
accept  my  responsibility  and 
guilt  in  perpetuating  this  ill 
advised  doctrine  of  isolation.  We 
must  always  be  mindful  tha 
some  of  the  privileges  and  rights^ 
we  take  so  for  granted  may  be 
taken  from  us.  These  rights  have 
been  paid  for  by  black  and  white- 
bloodshed  throughout  the  years. 


Suffering,  hunger,  despair  and 
desperation  is  no  respecter  of 
race,  creed  and  color. 

I  met  a  sensitive  Black  woman 
the  other  day.  As  we  talked 
Dolores  spoke  of  how  Blacks 
should  be  concerned  about 
raising  our  young  correctly, 
feeding  our  hungry,  being 
mindful  of  our  Black  aged  who 
have  paid  such  a  heavy  price;  on 
whom  life  has  taken  such  a  heavy 
toll.  I  must  say  I  was  highly 
impressed. 

Now  I  wish  to  talk  about  a 
beautiful  man  who's  been  around 
the  university  for  years  but  never 
seems  to  age.  Upon  seeing  him, 
his  hair  reminds  you  of  a  silver 
cloud.  His  pace  has  been  slowed 
by  a  series  of  heart  attacks.  I 
guess  by  now  you  realize  I'm 
speaking  of  Professor  Horn.  Prof. 
Horn  has  been  a  friend, 
confidant,  a  brother  and  a  father 
to  me.  It  was  he  who  nutured, 
forced  and  evoked  any 
semblance  of  creativity  within 
me.  It  was  he  who  awakened  my 
interest  in  black  creativity.  Until 
my  introduction  to  his  class  and 
his  gentle  persuasion,  my 
repertoire  of  blackness  was 
streetcar  cliques,  barroom  toasts 
and  various  other  colorful  four 
letter  words.  Today  I  stand 
proudly  as  the  best  Black  poet  on 
Lafayette  and  Calumet 
Campuses.  If  I've  never  told  you 
before.  Prof.  Horn.,  let  me  take 
this  opportunity  to  thank  you  for 
your  patience  and  understanding.

The  human  animal  is 
distinguished  by  his  great 
capacity  to  adapt.  Adaptation  is 
facilitated  by  more  complete 
understanding  of  the  situation. 
We  adapt  according  to  our  per¬ 
ceptions  and  these  are  colored  by 
the  individual's  previous  ex¬ 
periences  which  seem  related. 
Hence  a  typical  student  initially 
is  likely  to  respond  to  the 
university  based  on  the  behavior 
patterns  which  were  adequate  in 
high  school.  This  is  because  he 
perceives  the  university  as  much 
the  same  as  high  school.  This 
perception  does  not  serve  him 
well  because  the  university  has 
greatly  different  traditions, 
purposes  and  government  from 
any  which  the  student  has 
previously  experienced.  Lack  of 
appreciation  of  these  can  make 
student  responses  self-defeating 
rather  than  adaptive. 

The  university  was  originally 
an  adjunct  of  the  church  and 
during  the  time  when  most  men 
were  illiterate  was  the  reposiory 
of  learning.  Caps,  gowns,  and 
hoods  are  a  remaining  vestige 
and  their  relationship  to  priestly 
vestments  and  cassocks  is  ap¬ 
parent.  Some  of  our  terminology 


comes  from  that  time  as  well.  A 
dean,  the  title  being  derived  from 
Latin,  originally  supervised  the 
work  of  ten  monks. 

In  its  evolution  the  university 
became  in  England  and  in  some 
areas  of  continental  Europe  a 
seat  of  learning  patronized  by 
and  serving  the  aristocracy.  On 
the  continent  some  emphasis  in 
higher  education  was  turned  to 
technical  and  professional 
studies.  As  transplanted  to 
America  the  university  first 
tended  to  follow  the  English 
pattern  with  German  immigrants 
soon  beginning  to  aid  their  pat¬ 
terns.  Subsequently,  the  typical 
American  concept  of  opportunity 
for  all  was  added  to  the  pattern 
with  the  establishment  of  the 
land-grant  colleges  to  train 
"children  of  the  working  classes" 
in  "agriculture  and  the  mechanic 
arts." 

A  major  concern  with  which 
everyone  related  to  higher 
education  in  the  United  States 
has  been  wrestling  is  the 
re co nci Nation  in  a  single 
situation  of  these  three  divergent 
traditions:  1)  liberal  studies  for 
an  aristocracy;  2)  technical, 
professional  or  vocationally 


oriented  studies  for  and  in¬ 
tellectual  elite;  and,  3)  broad 
opportunity  for  higher  education 
for  all  people.  Staff  members  on 
any  campus  may  be  found  who 
espouse  one  or  another  of  these 
traditions  to  the  exclusion  or 
minimumization  of  others.  The 
problem  is  further  compounded 
in  publicly  supported  institutions 
because  the  public  expectations 
and  the  political  considerations 
behind  the  establishment  of  a 
state  college  or  university  may 
mitigate  against  what  some  staff 
members  consider  the  proper 
purpose  of  the  university.  The 
body  politic,  on  the  other  hand, 
may  regard  those  in  the 
university  as  out  of  touch  with 
reality  at  best  or  as  attempting  to 
contravene  the  wishes  of  the 
electorate  at  worst. 

As  students,  you  are  here  for 
reasons  known  only  to  yourself. 
Purdue  and  the  Calumet  Campus 
offer  in  some  balance  liberal 
studies,  vocationally  oriented 
technical  and  professional  work 
and  broad  opportunity.  The 
university  here  is  structured  to 
try  to  achieve  this  balance,  but  no 
one  will  agree  that  the  balance  is 
ideal  and  some  will  say  it  does  not 
exist  or  that  it  should  not  be.

"I  GOT  NUTHIN* 
’GAINST  STUDENTS,

While  out  on  various  duties,  the 
officers,  are  asked  many 
questions.  Given  enough  time  the 
one  question  that  comes  up  most 
often  is,  "What  do  we  do  besides 
write  tickets?".  Usually  the 
person  asking  that  question  isn't 
sincere  but,  it  is  fact  that  the 
majority  of  students  are  not 
a  ware  of  our  duties.  Since  our 
responsibility  is  to  serve  and 
protect  the  people  who  attend  and 
work  here  at  Purdue,  that  covers 
a  lot  of  ground.  The  police  officer 
out  on  patrol  keeps  a  constant 
vigil  to  deter  any  criminal  act.  He 
is  also  on  watch  for  any  unsafe 
condition.  The  department 
makes  inspections,  follow-ups 
and  more  inspections.  Surveys 
are  made  to  evaluate  safety 
conditions.  The  officers  work  on 
the  surveys  and  also  on  the 
reports.  On  night  duty,  the 
Purdue  police  officer  is  in 
constant  motion.  Dozens  of  areas 
are  checked,  offices  and 
buildings  are  locked,  fire  and 
emergency  equipment  is 
checked,  lights  that  are  burnt  out 
or  unsafe  conditions  are  noted 
and  later  reported.  Each  area 
inside  and  out  is  checked  and 
double  checked. 


That's  behind  the  scene,  the 
part  you  don't  often  see.  Let's 
look  at  the  side  that  is  seen  every 
day. 

How  many  of  you  have 
forgotten  to  turn  off  your  lights  or 
locked  your  keys  in  the  car?  The 
officer  is  there  to  get  you  on  the 
way  again.  He  answers  the  call 
when  there  is  a  crisis  at  home  and 
then  locates  you  as  fast  as 
possible.  Officers  give  talks  to 
University  groups  on  safety  and 
other  subjects  of  interest.  Of¬ 
ficers  attend  most  University 
functions  to  guide  newcomers 
and  assist  so  that  the  affairs  go 
smoothly.  The  Chief  strives  to 
keep  the  department  up  to  date. 
All  of  us  are  required  to  attend 
and  pass  240  hours  of  training 
given  at  the  State  Police 
Academy.  Several  officers  are 
taking  college  courses  to  com¬ 
plete  requirements  for  a  degree 
in  law  enforcement. 

It's  not  all  a  bed  of  roses 
though.  Rounds  and  patrols  are 
made  no  matter  what  the 
weather.  Sometimes  a  dangerous 
or  unsafe  condition  is  found  by 
walking  into  it.  It's  all  worthwhile 
if  the  person  helped  says  thank 
you. 


T<r*u- 
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Still  Churning  out  Teachers 


Later  this  month,  education 
majors  planning  to  student  teach 
in  1974-75  will  receive  student 
teaching  applications  to  be  filled 
out  before  February  15. 

According  to  Dr.  Donna  Delph, 
Coordinator  of  Student  Teaching, 
her  office  placed  between  175  and 
200  students  a  year.  They  teach 
for  eight  weeks  under  the 
supervision  of  the  regular 
classroom  teacher.  That  teacher 
evaluates  the  student  and  gives 
advice.  A  university  advisor  also 
goes  to  the  school  to  observe  and 
evaluate  the  student  teacher. 
These  advisors  are  assigned  from 
the  departments  on  campus  and 
serve  as  a  liaison  between  PUCC 
and  the  area  schools. 


Student  teaching  assignments 
for  the  following  school  year  are 
made  in  June.  Seven  other 
universities  place  student 
teachers  in  Lake  County  schools, 
which  complicates  Dr.  Delph's 
job.  Placing  a  student  teacher 
requires  a  great  deal  of  paper 
work  and  it  helps  if  students  turn 
in  their  applications  before  the 
February  15  deadline.  Dr.  Delph 
has  always  been  able  to  place 
everyone  who  wanted  to  student 
teach,  but  this  year  her  job  was 
made  a  little  more  difficult  by  the 
Highland  teachers  strike.  Several 
people  assigned  to  teach  in 
Highland,  this  fall,  had  to  be 
reassigned  to  other  schools. 

After  graduation,  anyone 
seeking  a  job  in  the  field  of 


education  can  get  help  from  the 
Educational  Placement  Center, 
room  341  in  the  SFLC  building. 

Dr.  Delph,  who  is  also  the 
president  of  the  Indiana 
Association  for  Supervisors  and 
Curriculum  Development,  says 
there  are  teaching  jobs  available, 
but  the  market  is  pretty  tight  in 
some  areas.  There  aren't  many 
openings  for  secondary  English, 
Social  Studies,  and  Physical 
Education  teachers.  Science  and 
Math  teachers  have  a  better 
chance  of  finding  employment  in 
the  high  school.  In  the  junior  high 
schools,  there  are  more  openings 
in  all  areas  than  there  are  in  the 
secondary  level.  In  elementary 
schools,  the  best  job 
opportunities  are  in  the  area  of 
special  education.  There  are 
more  job  openings  in  inner-city 
schools  and  in  the  rural  South. 
Suburban  schools  are  the  hardest 
places  to  find  a  teaching  job. 

While  there  seem  to  be  more 
teachers  than  jobs.  Dr.  Delph 
says  that  anyone  who  really 
wants  to  teach  should  study  the 
job  market  and  go  into  an  area 
with  the  most  opportunity.

Is  the  world  so  dark  and 
hopeless?  Pam  Bortz  doesn't 
think  so. 

Born  with  a  rare  eye  disease, 
Pam  is  almost  totally  blind.  But 
that  doesn't  stop  her  in  the  least. 

Her  parents  moved  from  Gary 
to  Hammond  when  she  was  pre¬ 
school  age  and  at  age  five  Pam 
began  kindergarten  at  Jefferson 
Elementary  School  where  she 
learned  braille  and  learned  to 
compete  in  the  "normal"  world. 
She  later  went  to  Gavit  High 
School  where  she  joined  the  choir 
and  in  her  senior  year  sang  a 
solo. 

Now,  a  sophomore  at  Purdue 
majoring  in  English  she  has 
nothing  but  high  praises  for  her 
professors.  She.  hopes  to  be  a 
teacher  herself  and  tries  to  learn 
from  their  examples. 

But,  she  hasn't  abandoned  her 


love  of  music  for  English  totally. 
She  now  plays  the  piano,  organ 
and  guitar  and  gives  piano 
lessons  to  children  in  her  home. 

Pam's  vision  may  be  darkened 
by  the  loss  of  sight,  but  she  has 
hope  in  her  heart.  And  as  long  as 
she  has  hope  she'll  never  stand 
alone.

Dr.  Ray's 

Female  Guilt  Responses 


The  subjects,  female 
undergraduate  students  at 
Baylor  University  who  were  21 
years  of  age  and  over,  rated  the 
slides  as  good-bad;  pleasant- 
unpleasant;  safe-dangerous;  and 
appealing-disgusting. 

What  did  they  see?  Slides  of 
female  masturbation, 
heterosexual  coital  intercourse, 
suggestive  heterosexual  petting, 
and  a  couple  fully  clothed  ready, 
to  leave  on  a  date,  were  shown. 

Dr.  Ray  found  females  with 
high  guilt  feelings  rated  the 
slides  as  bad,  disgusting, 
unpleasant,  dangerous  and  not 
sexually  arousing.  Females  who 
had  high  guilt  feelings  tended  to 
be  church  goers,  make  good 
grades,  and  be  the  first  born  or 
only  child  in  the  family. 

The  assistant  professor  of 
psyschology  chose  her  topic 
because  the  slides  were 
available.  (At  the  time  she  was 
researching  her  subject  the 
government  was  giving  grants 


for  research  on  pornography.) 
She  was  interested  in  personality 
traits  dealing  with  guilt.  A  short 
version  of  her  doctoral 
-  dissertation  was  published  in  the 
"Journal  of  Consulting  and 
Clinical  Psychology,"  a  leading 
national  psychology  magazine. 

Dr.  Ray  came  to  Purdue  Cal  in 
1970.  She  obtained  her  bachelor's 
degree  from  Ouachits  University 
in  Arkadelphia,  Arkansas.  She 
majored  in  experimental 
psychology  and  minored  in 
personality  traits.  Her  master's 
and  doctorate  were  obtained 
from  Baylor  University  in  Waco, 
Texas. 

What  next  can  we  expect  out  of 
the  office  of  Dr.  Ray?  She  is 
currently  researching  the 
correlations  of  sex  guilt  to  one's 
sex  behavior  and  background. 
Then,  she  hopes  to  research  the 
male's  guilt  resposes  to  visual 
erotic  stimuli.  The  only  problem 
she  foresees  in  her  research  is 
finding  high  guilt  males. 


Proficient  in  History 


A  history  educator  from  PUCC 
was  among  the  featured  speakers 
at  the  13th  Annual  Conference  of 
the  Western  History  Association 
in  Fort  Worth,  Tex.,  October  10- 
13. 

Dr.  Richard  A.  Van  Orman, 
associate  professor  of  history, 
presented  a  paper  titled  "The 
Western  City  and  the 
Immigrant"  at  a  session 
Saturday,  Oct.  13.  His 
presentation  focused  on  the  roles 
played  by  immigrants  from 
various  countries  in  the  founding 
of  such  cities  as  Denver,  Omaha 
and  Kansas  City. 

His  findings  were  based  on 
studies  he  conducted  of  rnajor 
Western  cities  dur.ng  the 
American  Frontier  period.  His 
studies  have  been  financed  by  a 
Summer  Faculty  XL  Grant  from 
Purdue  Research  foundation  and 


from  other  sources. 

It  was  the  fourth  time  that  Van 
Orman  had  presented  a  paper 
before  the  Western  History 
Association  within  the  past  six 
years.  He  has  written  many 
articles  on  the  American  West, 
including  a  book,  "A  Room  for 
the  Night:  Hotels  of  the  Old 
West."  Published  by  Indiana 
University  Press,  the  book  deals 
with  the  frontier  hotels  that 
flourished  in  the  old  West. 

A  faculty  member  at  PUCC 
since  1966,  he  is  a  direct 
descendent  of  one  of  the  oldest 
hotel  families  in  the  United 
States.  He  has  bachelor's  and 
master's  degrees  in  history  from 
Michigan  State  University  and  a 
doctoral  degree  from  “  Indiana 
University  in  history  of  the 
American  West.

Oceanography 

What  some  Profs  do  for  Kicks

"Just  a  routine  story,"  I  was 
forewarned. 

"I'll  get  right  on  it.  Chief!"  I 
eagerly  replied,  in  the  finest 
Jimmy  Olson  tradition. 

"Don't  call  me  'Chief'," 
bellowed  a  far-more  attractive 
Perry  White. 

"Yeah,  gee,  sure  Chief,"  I 
added,  completing  the  role  of  the 
cub-reporter  cretin. 

So  I  had  an  assignment.  Just  a 
routine  story  about  what  some 
profs  do  to  get  their  kicks.  Seems 
this  one  dude  just  ups  and  takes 
off  to  the  Atlantic.  Seemed  worth 
investigating.  Visions  of  Stanley 
in  the  Congo.  Hemingway  in 
Italy.  Pyle  in  the  Pacific.  Taylor 
in  the  Potter  Bldg.  My  first  story. 

I  expected  to  meet  a 
bespectacled,  dainty,  old 
gentleman  wearing  a  bowtie  and 
white  research  apron  and 
bearing  a  test  tube  in  one  hand 
and  a  slide  rule  in  the  other.  But, 
somebody  fed  me  a  hollow  bone.  I 
met  Dr.  Joseph  Battenburg  and 
somehow  he  didn't  fit  my 
stereotype  of  an  engineering 
scientist.  Dr.  Battenburg  does  fit 
the  image  of  a  pioneer. 

Last  August,  he  flew  to  Punta 
de  Gada  in  the  Azores  Islands  to 
RV  Atlantis  II.  The  Atlantis  II  is  a 
research  vessel  operated  by  the 
Woods  Hole  Oceanographic 
Institution  of  Woods  Hole, 


Massachusetts.  Woods  Hole  is  a 
privately  finanted  venture  to 
study  the  ocean. 

Professor  Battenburg  made  the 
cruise  because  he  felt  "strongly 
about  PUCC's  involvement  in 
oceanography.  There  are  great 
opportunities  in  activities 
relating  to  Lake  Michigan. 
Examples  are  studying  the

effects  of  wave  action  on  beaches 
and  structures  and  measuring 
possible  heat  pollution  on  the  lake 
and  the  surrounding 
environment."  Primarily  he  feels 
that  ''we  can  employ 
m  e  t  h  o  d  o  I  o  g.y  and 
instrumentation  and  apply  these 
to  local  conditions." 

Dr.  Battenburg  would  like  to 
see  PUCC  more  "extensively 
involved  with  underwater 
research.  Oceanography  is  a 
'new  frontier',;  by  exploring  its 
depths,  we  may  solve  many  of  the 
world's  food  and  energy  crises. 

His  involvement  with  the 
project  was  extensive.  He  worked 
on  the  launching  of  monitering 
devices  and  radar  navigation.  He 
operated  a  remote  control  device 
known  as  the  Angus  Fish,  which 
mapped  the  ocean's  depths  and 
photographed  an  underwater 
mountain  range. 

The  technical  aspects  of  the 
journey  seemed  abhorringly 
complicated  to  me.  But  when 
explained  by  Doctor  B.  they  fell 
into  place  nicely.  An  opportunity 
like  this  comes  seldom  in  a  man's 
life...  and  Joseph  Battenburg 
siezed  upon  it  eagerly. 

With  a  list  of  credentials  and 
past  teaching  assignments  that 
would  impress  many  professors, 
Doctor  Battenburg  remains  an 
amazingly  down-to-earth  and 
easily  accessible  man. 


Faculty  Take  Note!

Pauline  Kayes,  former  editor- 
in-chief  of  "Shavings"  (the  St. 
Joseph  College  newspaper)  is 
now  employed  by  Purdue  Cal  as  a 
teaching  assistant  in  the  English 
Dept.  Ms.  Kayes  might  best  be 
remembered  as  the  editor  who 
ruffled  the  feathers  of  the  St. 
Joe's  hiring  practices,  their 
system  of  teacher  evaluation  and 
their  educational  policies. 

According  to  Ms.  Kayes,  St.  Joe 
follows  the  practice  of  hiring 
their  own  graduates,  which 
means  they  continue  to  reinforce 
the  same  system  of  principles 
that  they  have  been  teaching  all 
along.  By  sustained  support  of 
these  tenets,  the  professors  end 
up  teaching  dogma  rather  than 
relevant  facts. 

On  teacher  evaluation,  Ms. 
Kayes  says  St.  Joe  doesn't  allow 
a  professor  to  be  creative  or  to 
pursue  any  out-of-the-way 
practices.  The  popular  teachers 
need  to  be  evaluated  because 
they  must  be  teaching  either  sex 
or  some  extremely  radical  idea. 
But,  on  the  other  hand,  professors 


who  are  not  liked  by  the  students, 
obviously  need  no  evaluation. 
Therefore,  the  disliked  teachers 
become  jealous  of  the  popular 
ones  which  perpetuates  a  double 
standard,  so  a  popular  professor 
is  suspect  and  subject  to 
evaluation. 

In  Ms.  Kayes'  view,  St.  Joe  has 
packaged  education  like  a  piece 
of  clothing.  They  were  not 
interested  in  making  the  need  for 
an  education  an  interesting 
prospect  but  only  in  glorifying 
college,  making  it  seem  like 
something  it  isn't.  By  these 
practices,  it  appeared  that  the 
only  concern  of  administrators 
was  to  satisfy  their  Trustee 
Board,  and  an  effort  to  satisfy  the 
student,  who  is  paying  his  or  her 
money  for  an  education,  isn't 
considered. 

When  asked  about  her  teaching 
philosophy,  Miss  Kayes  replied 
that  she  doesn't  believe  in 
teacher-student  barriers  and  only 
asks  for  common  respect  due  to 
her  as  a  person.  She  feels  that  the 
textbook  is  irrelevant  and  tries  to 
center  her  class  discussions  on 
English  and  current  problems.

As  a  few 
other  bands  have  discovered,  it's 
hard  to  carry  the  live  excitement 
into  the  studio.  Slade  has  put 
together  an  album  that  is  almost 
monophonic  that  still  carries  the 
spontaneity  of  their  live  show. 
Their  recent  European  number 
one  son  "Gudbuy  T'  Jane" 
exemplifies  the  gritty  vocals  by

determine  the  exact  instant  of 
death  based  upon  the  amount  of 
time  rigor  mortis  normally  takes 
to  set  in.  According  to  the  classic 
study  of  Wolfgang  von  Drachkopf 
("Atrophy  and  Ossification  of 
College  Deans,"  Journal  of 
Misapplied  Lycantropy  (XIV), 
December  1969,  pp328  to  1093), 
98%  of  College  Deans  show 
advanced  signs  of  rigor  mortis  in 
their  normal  state.  Therefore,  it 
is  assumed  that  total  rigor  mortis 
is  concurrent  with  the  instant  of 
death.  (In  fact,  Prof,  von 
Drachkopf  cites  medical 
testimony  that  8.3%  of  College 
Deans'  official  cause  of  death 
was  "failure,  inability,  or  refusal 
to  breathe."  This  statistic  is 
interpreted  by  most  medical 
authorities  to  have  been  caused 
by  an  advanced  stage  of  rigor 
mortis  having  set  in  in  the  chest 
area,  causing  the  cessaton  of 
normal  involuntary  breathing.  Of 
course,  these  findings  are  highly 
tentative  and  conjectural 
because  of  the  lack  of  agreement 
among  medical  authorities  as  to 
whether  mobility  is  a  valid  test  of 
viability  of  Deans.)

It  was  February  1974,  and  the 
scene  was  an  emergency  meeting 
on  the  top  floor  of  the  'O'  building. 
For  five  hours,  six  members  of 
the  ruling  circle  had  been 
meeting  behind  closed  doors, 
trying  to  resolve  a  crisis  that 
threatened  to  destroy  the 
administration.  Out  in  the 
hallway,  -hundreds  of  frustrated 
students  were  beating  at  the 
door.  Most  of  them  were  foaming 
at  the  mouth  in  angered  frenzy. 

Inside  the  door.  Chief  Korlin 
stood  with  a  tear  gas  gun.  "Don't 
worry  Dean,  God  and  the  law  are 
on  our  side." 

Standing  at  a  window,  Dean 
Elliott  was  wiping  sweat  from  his 
brow  as  he  looked  out  over  the 
parking  lot.  Even  though  it  was 
Monday  afternoon,  the  parking 
lot  was  empty.  At  the  173rd  street 
entrance  was  a  sandbag  bunker. 
Behind  it,  shivering  in  the  bitter 
cold,  was  PUCC's  newest  and 
most  dedicated  police  officer, 
Rock  Snortt.  His  M-60  machine 
gun  was  ready.  "No  one  is  going 
to  get  into  this  parking  lot  without 
an  'A'  or  'B'  sticker,"  the  former 
Ohio  National  Guardsman  cursed 
under  his  breath.
